old man,” came here in 1873 and found 
four Catholic families. As he was the 
resident pastor at Auburn he looked 
upon these few families as the nucleus 
of a promising parish which was to 
grow under his wise supervision. 
Erecting a tent he said Mass for them 
on the ground that js now occupied by 
the Garrett State Bank. When the 
Baltimore & Ohio. decided to erect 
their shops here Father Towns at once 
abtained ground for a church and in 
1876, on July 29, a small frame church 
294 x 26 feet, was opened and dedica- 
ted to Ss. Peter and Paul. This little 
beginning was soon to find itself in- 
adequate and as early as 1886 an ad- 


time the church was enlarged to seat 
250 people and at the same time it 
was deemed advisable for the priest 
to move to Garrett and take care of 
the rapidly growing parish. From 
that time SS. Peter and Paul’s church 
was an important part of the city. A 
second time accommodations for more 
people were necessary and the church 
was again remodeled and enlarged to 
its present form. A little later the in- 
crease of members of the congrega- 
tion. made it necessary for Father 
Young to have assistance, and he ob- 
tained permission to have an assistant 
pastor who also acted as chaplain for 
Sacred Heart Hospital. There the 
Reverends Julian Skrypinski, John B. 
Steger, and J. Nicholas Allgeier ser- 
ved in order as assistant pastors.

BARON FUERSTENBERG 
FAMED AS PEDAGOGUE, 
FETED ON CENTENARY 


Cologne.—The second centenary of 
the birth of the famous pedagogue 
Franz Baron von Fuerstenberg, has 
been celebrated at Muenster with 
great festivities in which both reli- 
‘gious and civil authorities participa- 
ted 


The Baron was a member of one of 
the oldest of the aristocratic families 
of Germany. He was first a canon 
and, later, vicar general of the old 
bishopric of Muenster although he 
never became a priest. He did re- 
ceive minor orders, During the Seven 
Years’ War he served in the Muenster 
ministry and proved himself an able 
statesman. Through his influence and 
‘intervention, the district of Muenster 
'was spared much of the tribulation 
lof war. 

As vicar general he strove to pro- 
mote the educational system of the 
diocese in accordance with a uniform 
plan and program. It was he who 
carried his point that Muenster must 
remain the capital of the bishopric 
despite all opposition. His genius 
comprised all the branches of admin- 
istration of state, church and munici- 
pality; he took care of finances, trade, 
traffic and education. Of all kinds of 
education, elementary and secondary 
schools, he was the reformer and pro- 
moter, and through his efforts Muen- 
ster took first place among the eccles- 
iastical states of Germany. Even 
Frederic the Great esteemed him 
highly. 

In his educational reforms he was 
assisted by the Princess Amalia von 
Gallitzin, whose son under the name 
of Augustin Smith was a missionary 
in America, living at one time in 
Georgetown and later became vicar- 
general of the diocese of Philadelphia. 

An impressive incident of the re- 
cent celebration was the placing of 
flowers by the Lord Mayor and the 
Rector at the foot of Fuerstenberg’s 
statue at the University of Muenster, 
of which he was the founder.

CHRISTMAS BENEVOLENCES 

The following excellent observations are from the pen of 
the Rev. S. Leonard, Director of Catholic Charities, Balti- 
more: 

“Christmas benevolence is an outpouring of the heart 
rather than an attitude of mind. It is at Christmas time that 
the heart of a people has free dominance over the mind of a 
people. It is then that the Babe of Bethlehem unconsciously 
influences even the hearts of those whose minds are closed to 
the teaching of the Babe grown into the Christ. Even the 
haters of the Christ-man succumb to the subtle influences of 
the Christ Child. 

“Along with the growth of Christmas giving there has 
been a marvellous development of gifts to the poor. Organ- 
izations, lodges, busin.as houses, banks, stores, groups and 
individuals are more and more intent on doing something at 
Christmas time for the poor. Men and women, soulless cor- 
porations, cut and dried business organizations, stop at 
Christmas time to consider the poor and the unfortunates, 
and vie with one another in their efforts to make the poor 
happy. This growing effort to be kind to the poor, to do 
something to make the poor child’s Christmas a brighter and 
happier day than any in the year, to my mind, is a sign and 
symbol that despite our faults, after all, we are a Christian 
nation, afi that the influerice of the Christ Child has not de- 
parted from our midst. 

“That there are abuses, everyone engaged for any length 
of time in social or charitable work, readily recognizes. Some 
five years ago I became interested in the Christmas endeavor 
of the Cathedral Christ Child Society in Baitimore. At that 
time it was customary to send out an appeal to certain 
wealthy people of Baltimore. This appeal contained two 
tickets which when properly filled out entitled the holder 
of each to one well-filled Christmas dinner basket. The 
wealthy client was supposed to send five dollars to the Christ 
Child Society and to distribute the tickets to some two de- 
serving poor people. The young ladies of the Christ Child 
Society proceeded to use up the five dollars for provisions for 
the baskets. It looked like a good plan, but this ts what hap- 
pened. Some of our wealthy friends turned over to their ser- 
vants the tickets and thereby freed themselves of the obliga- 
tion of giving them a well deserved Christmas gift. 

“Those who were above such meanness gave their tickets 
to some people whom they believed to be poor. One woman 
who received a ticket the first vear I became interested in the 
Christmas work of the Christ Child, had already received 
Christmas baskets from seven other sources. 

“The wealthy mean givers were prevented from giving 
tickets to their servants by being asked to send in with their 
money either the blank tickets that they might be distributed 
to the deserving poor, or to send in the names of the people to 
whom thev had given tickets. Everyone of these returned 
names was investigated and if a servant's name appeared the 
money was returned to the donor, and the name of the ser- 
vant also. We found it was absolutely unnecessary to spend 
anything for Christmas baskets.
